“The trouble started. between low- 
class. Greeks and: hatives in Anastasia 
Street from an'‘unkhown cause, The 
indiscriminate’ fighting ~and revolver 
shooting there spread to other districts. 
The police and Bgyptiah troops quelled 
the disturbances by 8. o’clock. in. the 
tnorning. 

“At 7 o'clock many incendiary fires 
Eroke out.over the ‘town, but all wére 
quenched or controlled by noon. At 8 
o’clock in the afternoon the total casual- 
ties numbered twenty-three killed and 
130. wounded, including three native po- 
licemen seriously. wounded. . There were 
ro British civilian or military casual- 
tfes. 

** Firing from balconies by erdpiahs 
and natives continues. The general of- 
ficer commanding is issuing a procla- 
mation threatening to open fire on such 
houses with machine guns. 

“The police have made a large num- 
ker of arrests. The troops are taking 
up new positions for the’ night.’’ 
‘Since the ‘military authorities have 
taken charge of the town on the urgent 
representations of the foreign consuls, 
the principal streets have been deserted. 
No: newspapers were printed today, and 
the mixed courts have suspended their 
sittings until order is restored. 


LONDON, May 23.—A dispatch to the 
Central News from Cairo says it is re- 
ported that thirty-seven persons were 
killed in Sunday's rioting in Alexandria, 
including twenty-five Egyptians, eleven 
Greeks and one Italian girl. . A total of 
151 persons were wounded. 

The correspondent of The ~ London 
Times. says the trouble in~- Alexandria 
was due mainly to the Greeks, who lost 
their heads and fired recklessly at the 
Egyptian police. At the time of sending 
the dispatch it was known that thirty 
"had been killed and that 100 wounded 
had been admitted to hospitals. But, the 
correspondent adds, it would be no exag- 
geration to say that several hundred 
were injured, including many Euro- 
peans. 

Owing to the indiscriminate shooting 
it was dangerous to venture into the 
streets, wheré all Buropeans ‘were as- 
saulted. There has been. general loot- 
ing. and numerous’ fires have. occurred, 
many houses in the customs quarter are 
réported to have been burned during the 
rioting and many attempts were made to 
burn and enter the houses of Europeans. 

The Cairo correspondent of ‘The Lon- 
don Times declares, that the riots in 
Alexandria were the work of paid agents 
and not an expression .of political feel- 
ing’ on the part of the population. , The 
correspondent adds that doubtless the 
overthrow of tHe Cabinet would satisfy 
Said Zagloul Pasha; former Minister of 
Jiistice, who is opposed to the British 
protecterate; but that this would not 
remedy the situation. *

He was 1 up atthe turn, 
secured the eleventh in a good 3, dropped 
a hole at the twelfth through pitching 
short, and finished the match by win- 
ning the fifteenth and sixteenth. 

The keynote of Jones’s game was his 
steadiness. His sure approaches and 
his automatic two putts per green were 
extremely disconcerting to Manford, 
who was invariably playing odd and in 
the end was worn down.

RAILWAY PROFITS AND LOSSES. 

Railway losses have been so huge 
and impossible of-concealment that 
there is danger of losing sight of. the 
fact that they may ‘be made up no less 
strikingly. That appears from the 
record of facts, Net earnings for 
March have just appeared in detail. - It 
is said that the rates are so high that 
-they are reducing earnings. The rec- 
ord is that gross earnings for March 
decreased. less than a single milliof 
dollars. 

The stimulation of trade by lower 
rates is highly desirable, and: yet it is 
necessary to think also of ‘the rail- 
ways’ profits.

AN IMMIGRATION POLICY. 

The new Immigration law is,tempo- 
rary, running barely thirteen months, 
and'is necessarily general in its provi- 
sions; yet it is the expression of a 
policy’ that is intelligently and ‘clearly 
conveived and is held by a large ma- 
jority of the Américan people and of 
theif. representatives in Congress. 
That policy is best expressed in the 
familiar phrase ‘of ‘‘ scientific selec- 
tion > abe efficient distribution.” 

On the surface’ there’ is nothing: 
** scientific ’ in the basic provision of 
the new law that in any year the 
number of immigrants shall not ex- 
ceed 3 per cent. of the number of 
their nationals already in the United 
States; but in reality ‘the provision 
will result in a selection generally Oon- 
forming to the best judgment of at- 
thorities on the subject. The g@féat 
menace of the new immigration of re~ 
cent years is that, by introducing 
largé numbers of varied races whose 
languages and traditions are-alien, the 
nation may lose unity and solidarity. 
Alréady. the processes of Americaniza- 
tion have been severely checked, 
standards of livitig have been lowered 
and highly inflahimable material - has 
been afforded for radical agitators. 
The revolutionary ‘‘industrial” unions 
of récent years have beef mainly btd- 


gration. 

The proportion whith thesé isolated 
alien colonies: bear to the number of 
Américans of the older immigration is 
still small, and under the hew law 
theit growth will be checked. Tens of 
thousands from the East and South of 
Eurépe will be barred. Of immigrants 
from the West and North of. urope 
there will doubtless be admitted as 
many as apply and can pass the tests 
of personal fitness. A. few from. 
Frafhce may be barred, but the los3 
will be relatively sthall for us and for 
theif mother country, which is defi- 
cient in population. From England, 
Scotland and Ireland we shall receive 
imniigrants: whd already speak . our 
language, have kindred standards of 
living and similar political traditions. 
Scandinavians, though foreign to us in 
langu&ge, are racially and politically 
closé kindred.

Spring necily it Puts Records 
an Danger — Yanks Lead 
~ American, Phils National. 


; Pag! ag : 

An epidémic of home run‘hitting has 
broken out.in both/major leagues, and 
if the average maintained to date con- 
tinues. through the season some new 
records’ in circuit drives will be es- 
tablished. In the 1920 campaign the 
American League set up the remarkable 
total of 370 circuit drives, while clubs 
of the other .major organization hit a 
total of 261. Both figures ‘were so far 
beyond the normal totals for home runs’ 
that they occasioned considerable com- 
ment. The 1920 figures, however, seem 
destined for decisive eclipse in the 
campaign now under way. 

A livélier ball fs the only answer that 
fits the case. It is: true that the re- 
strictions which were imposed. upon 
ritchers, starting with the opening” of 
the “1920 pennant races and: still in 
force, have made hitting easier, but 
even this does not explain the great 
alvance in home run hitting. The fact 
that many players who seldom hit for 
the circuit have branched out as long 
distance sluggers is not explained satis- 
factorily by changes in pitching fules. 
They are no stronger physically than 
Lefore, 
(far beyond the former limits. 

The firm which manufactures the 
baseballs used-in the two leagues makes 
the statement that it is following 
exactly the same procedure _as in the 
years when the hitting did not attract 
as much attention. The same amount 
of cork and woo} is used in each ball, 
hut the manufacturers admit that they 
are getting a better grade of Australian 
wool. This may. be the. answer... At 
any rate the ball is livelier than in the 
past and home runs are blooming where 
they never bloomed before. 

Home-run hitting in the National 
League has increased this year to a 
greater extent than in the American 
League. With about one-fifth of the 
playing scheduled completed, the clubs 
of the Heydler circuit have batted mére 
than one-third of their 1920 total in cir- 
cuit drives. The Brooklyn team already 
has made 14 homers, as against 28 
during the -pennant-winning campaign 
last year. The Cardinals are within one 
homer of reaching one-half of their 1920 


total, having 15 to date, as against 32 
last season. 


Pirates and Giants High. 


The Pirates and Giants are closing in 
on ‘the mark which will equal half of 
their grist in° 1920. Pittsburgh made 16 
last year and has 6 to date, while the 
Giants got 46 a year ago and now have 
17; At their present clip, the Phillies 
should reath the century mark, the 
Braves should double their last year’s 
total and the Reds should collect sev- 
eral more than in 1920. The Cubs alone 
in the National League are falling be- 
hind their pace of last season. 

In ‘the American League six of the 
eight clubs have been hitting homers 
at a rate which should carry them be- 
yond their 1920 marks. The White Sox 
have taken a big slump, but this can 
be answered by the passing of Jackson 
and Felsch, their leading long-distance 
hitters. The Mackmen ‘have not been 
abr home runs as frequently as dur- 

ng the preceding season, but the six 
other clubs are doing much better. Even 
the. Yankees, who set a record far above 
the best previous mark,. are likely to 
improve on thejr 1920 total of. 115. 

Taking the individual records, the .im- 
provement in figures also is quite 
marked... Ty, Cobb hit twice for the cir- 
‘cuit’ last’ sedsofr*and hé has made five 
homers this Spring. Wrightstone of. the 
Phillies, with six to date, has doubled 
his 1920 total; Max Carey has three 
now, as against one all last season; 
Earl Smith of the Giants can show four, 
as against solitary homer in 1920, whfle 
Sam Rice and Jacques Fournier al- 
ready have equaled their last year’s to- 
tals. Babe Ruth, the Meusel’ brothers 
and Cy Williams are hitting homers 
more frequently than last year, and 
George Kelly needs only three more to 
reach his 1920 total. These players are 
mentioned because all have three. or 
more to date. “Many players on_ this 
year’s home-run list did not make one 
all last year. 

As might be expected, 
are showing the way in hitting for the 
circuit. The Hugmen have hit 25 homers 
to date, of which number Ruth has poled 
12. Babe has equaled the Cleveland 
total, and has more to his éredit than 
any ‘of the six other American League 
clubs. Four National League teams also 
have failed to hit as many circuit 
drives as Ruth alone has made. 


Phillies Lead National. 


In the National League the Phillies 
are showing the way with 21, and the 
Giants are second with 17. The Car- 
dinals with 15 and the Robins~ with ‘14 
also have done better than any Amer- 

an League club, with the exception of 
the Yankees. The White Sox trall all 
other clubs, having only four to their 
cr 

Three players in- the American Teaxye 
and four in the National have. hit- five 
or more home runs to date, Ruth {s in 
front with twelve, and Kelly is next in 
line with eight. Wrightstone and Emil 
Meusel. of the Phillies have six aplece, 
while Ty Cobb, Bob Meusel and Jacques 
Fournier have five each. Players who 
have hit four homers are Earl Smith 
of the Giants, Cy Williams of the Phil- 
lies, Austin McHenry of the Cardinals, 
Elmer Smith of Cleveland and Harry 
Heilman of Detroit.

A similar hint was conveyed 
to the witnesses, a translator b-irg 
asked to put into English a. warnin 
that they must give evidence ‘‘ unbiase 
by fear or hatred, and especially by na- 
tional feelings.’’ 

It was all very difficult to follow, but 
one~-gathered that the trouble arose be-+ 
cause the British prisoners refused to 
go to work in coal mines, holding. it 
was contrary to international usage for 
men.«in ¢aptivity to do work of assist- 
ance direct or indircet to the carrying 
on of war by ‘enemies in their own 
country. From this refusal issued the

At one point in the examination of 
this matter of the refusal to work the 
accused expressed the very spirit’ of 
Prussian militarism. He was asked by 
the President whether he brought the 
refusal before his superiors. . 

‘““No,"’ he answered. ‘' I was told to 
make these men work. I had -to do so 
because the Prussian soldier’s duty is 
to obey orders, even. though he,perish.”’

At the same time the President. rebuked 
the audience for a burst of laughter 
which followed the accused's addition 
to this explanation:~‘“ If I had hit the 
man‘ with the butt end of my rifle he 
woud not have got up again.’’ 

Another bit of pure gospel of Prus- 
sian militarism was uttered by the ac- 
cused in the course of his examination 
in the following phrase: 

‘“‘As a Prussian soldier I was brought 
up to believe you have to be severe 
sometimes in order to show orders are 
intended seriously.’’ 

The first British witness was John 
Parry, @ young stalwart  ex-soldier 
wearing a silver badge. The honesty 
and evident sincerity of his evidence 
drew a tribute from the President. It 
is unfortunate, however, that from the 
point of view of making any strong im- 
» pression at the outset, at the very first 
of the war criminals’ trials, this witness, 
the first one called, whether by design 
or accident, when asked his own experi- 
ence as one of .those who refused to 
work,’ had to say, with admirable frank- 
ness, be it recorded:  ‘‘ Personally I 
can't say anything agelnet the accused.”’ 
This remark naturally had its effect on 
the Court. 

To the ill-treatment of his fellow pris- 
oners, however, Parry spoke ,eloquently. 
He told how the accused first struck 
some of them himself and then ordered 
his inferiors to hit them with rifle butts. 
With regard to the incident of cnming 
down staira he completely refuted Hey- 
ner’s evidence by stating that the man 
was struck so heavily on the head that 
he fell unconscious. e also complained 
of the.bad quality of the food. 

When this point was put to the ac- 
cused Heyner caused laughter by say- 
ing: 

‘“* When I saw parcels which came for 
English prisoners with white bread and, 
other luxuries which we never tasted I 
quite: understood why they didn’t like 
the food we supplied.’’

COMMEND SMUTS ON TREATY 


London Papers Hold ‘Japanese Ties 
Must Not Antagonize Us, 


LONDON, May 23.—The declaration of 
General Jan Christian Smuts, the South 
African Premier, that he favored a re- 
newal of the Anglo-Japanese treaty if 
America could be satisfied “ that no 
harm to her interests could follow from 
its renewal,’’ and similar recent utter- 
ances.of Premier Hughes of Australia 
are the subjects of favorable comment 
in. some of the morning papers,
